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“We  have  known  the  joy  of  seeing  each  other 
again  and  of  meeting  and  worshipping  together 
as  members  of  the  household  of  God. 

“We  have  all,  young  and  old  alike,  learned 
more  of  what  it  means  to  take  responsibility 
both  toward  each  other  and  in  the  world.  We 
have  felt  oppressed  by  man’s  preparation  for 
his  own  destruction,  but  we  have  remembered 
that  we,  too,  are  ‘man.’  We  can  not  escape  being 
involved  inevitably  in  this  preparation;  and  yet 
humbly  we  have  become  more  aware  that  we 
are  called  to  witness  against  evil  with  our  lives 
in  so  far  as  we  find  strength  and  way  opens; 
and  called  as  a Society  of  Friends  to  a ministry 
of  reconciliation  among  ourselves  and  in  the 
world.  We  have  sought,  and  seek  always,  gui- 
dance we  sometimes  do  not  know  how  to  ask 
for,  from  the  light  of  Divine  Presence  in  our 
midst.’’  — Closing  Minute  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting,  1958. 

The  two  things  we  should  most  like  to  bring 
in  our  report  on  Yearly  Meeting  are  the  hardest 
to  communicate.  One  was  the  exaltation  which 
filled  us  in  the  final  moments  of  the  concert 
by  Leslie  P.  Spelman  on  the  magnificent  organ 
of  the  University  of  Redlands.  After  a program 
of  music,  ancient  and  modern,  by  Bach,  Han 
Hoogewoud,  Henry  Purcell  and  others,  written 
for  sacred  moments  in  synagogue  or  church, 
he  played  Girolamo  Frescobaldi’s  Toccata  per 
VElevazione.  The  fact  that  a group  of  Friends, 
practiced  in  the  use  of  worshipful  silence,  coidd 
through  music  participate  in  that  most  holy 
moment  of  the  ritual  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  the  raising  of  the  host,  showed  us  that 
man’s  aspirations  are  one,  no  matter  what  the 
symbols  he  uses  to  express  his  religious  ideas. 

The  second  is  the  effect  of  the  session  Thurs- 
day night,  August  6,  anniversary  of  the  drop- 
ping of  the  bomb  on  Hiroshima.  Orion  Sher- 
wood, of  the  crew  of  the  Golden  Rule,  read 
Albert  Bigelow’s  statement  form  Honolulu  jail, 
and  told  simply  and  dramatically,  the  story  of 
the  yacht  Phoenix,  which  entered  the  test  zone 
after  the  Golden  Rule  had  been  arrested.  The 
most  important  feature  of  the  discussion  which 
followed  was  its  honesty.  It  seems  hardly  pos- 
sible that  any  one  in  the  room  came  away  quite 
the  same  person  as  when  he  had  entered. 

There  emerged  a combination  of  realization 


of  our  responsibility  for  the  tragedy  of  the  “day 
of  destructiveness’’  with  new  enthusiasm  for 
active  witness  to  the  cause  of  peace.  We  felt 
identification  with  the  national,  social  and 
especially  economic  forces  which  have  created 
our  war-like  world.  We  were  afraid:  not  so 
much  of  the  effect  of  nuclear  war  upon  our- 
selves and  our  families,  as  that  we  might  again 
be  party  to  the  dropping  of  the  bomb.  Some  are 
frankly  fearful  of  the  kind  of  world  our  children 
will  have  to  live  in  if  the  arms  race  continues. 
We  found  ourselves  caught  by  the  need  to  say 
“No”  firmly  to  further  atomic  destruction  and 
to  new  missile  bases.  At  the  same  time  we 
recognized  that  Friends'  witness  for  peace  is 
not  negative,  but  positive.  Even  as  we  planned 
possible  action,  we  were  unable  to  extract  our 
spirits  from  the  frustration  of  this  negativism. 

As  one  would  expect  in  a Friends  group  under 
such  concern,  some  felt  the  forgiveness  for  our 
guilt  was  assured  by  the  opportunities  for  hard 
work  to  change  conditions;  some  felt  we  are 
called  to  greater  diligence  in  seeking  God’s 
redemptive  love  and  more  sensitivity  in  dis- 
covering His  leadings.  But  all  agreed  that  our 
peace  witness  must  come  from  an  inward,  not 
an  outward,  trust.  If  periods  of  disturbance  are 
also  periods  of  ci’eativity,  Friends  now  have 
the  opportunity  to  bear  witness  to  the  Kingdom 
which  is  already  among  us  as  a mustard  seed. 

Throughout  the  attenders  at  Yearly  Meeting 
wide  satisfaction  was  felt  with  the  worship- 
fellowship  groups,  held  this  year  three  morn- 
ings, from  9 to  10:30.  Naturally  these  varied 
in  content  and  depth,  from  techniques  of 
“eldering”  those  who  speak  too  long  in  meeting, 
to  explorations  into  the  nature  of  love  and  how 
to  deal  with  evil  in  ourselves  and  others.  The 
sessions  of  Yearly  Meeting  are  necessarily  more 
crowded  by  this  time  lost  from  the  plenary  ses- 
sions; the  Interim  Committee  has  had  to  assume 
certain  executive  functions;  but  the  values  seem 
far  to  outweigh  the  difficulties  created.  One 
Friend  remarked,  “I  thought  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing might  become  a rubber  stamp  for  the  In- 
terim Committee.  I need  not  have  worried! 

Another  innovation  this  year  was  the  presen- 
tation, to  a special  called  meeting,  of  a paper 
prepared  by  Marjorie  Sykes  of  India  for  the 
Friends  World  Committee  Conference  in  Bad 
Pyrmont.  Beautifully  read  by  Ed  Sanders,  this 
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paper,  “Friends  and  World  Religions,”  deepened 
our  thought  and  at  least  partially  satisfied  those 
who  feel  that  Yearly  Meeting  should  provide 
some  scholarly  instruction  as  well  as  happy 
social  contacts,  searching  worship  experiences, 
practical  help  in  facing  our  mundane  Meeting 
and  community  tasks,  and  renewed  inspiration 
to  be  better  Friends. 

Opening  Sessions 

This  Yearly  Meeting  was  unique  in  offering 
as  its  first  session  a family  meeting  for  worship, 
followed  by  introductions  and  singing.  On  the 
roll  call  of  Monthly  and  subordinate  Meetings 
the  members  stood  together  as  families.  In  all 
24  Monthly  Meetings  were  represented.  Then 
Jim  Riddles  led  us  in  a delightful  and  exuberant 
period  of  singing;  our  reading  clerk  later  re- 
marked that  this  was  the  only  Yearly  Meeting 
he  ever  knew  which  began  with  300  people 
waving  their  arms. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  so  many  in- 
teresting visitors.  Besides  the  enthusiastic  sum- 
mer school  students,  who  really  were  not  visi- 
tors at  all,  we  had  seven  members  of  the  AFSC 
work  camp  in  Tucson,  Wayne  Caudill  of  Coeur 
d’Alene,  Idaho,  Tim  Lachman  from  Chester, 
Pa.,  and  Susan  Treadwell  of  Pasadena,  Ted  and 
Becky  Hetzell,  directors  of  the  camp,  and  their 
son  Jonathan  and  daughter,  Helen  Baer.  Carl 
and  Hazel  Hedeen  of  First  Friends  Church  in 
Pasadena,  were  welcome  attenders,  and  later 
we  greeted  Elmer  and  Lois  Brown  of  the  same 
Meeting.  We  were  glad  to  have  Walter  and 
Marydel  Balderston  and  their  children,  of  Lobo 
Monthly  Meeting,  Coldstream,  Canada,  and 
Theodore  and  Catherine  Arvig  of  Azusa,  Calif. 
Others  who  claimed  to  be  visitors,  but  did  not 
feel  like  it  to  us,  were  Edna  Morris  of  Young- 
town,  Ariz.,  and  Providence,  Pa.,  Meeting, 
Amelia  Rockwell  of  Santa  Barbara  Meeting, 
Fritz  Bell  of  Westtown,  Pa.,  who  will  be  teach- 
ing next  year  at  Las  Vegas,  Nevada,  and  Lewis, 
Faye  and  Margarita  Walmsley  of  Monteverde 
Meeting,  Costa  Rica,  and  La  Jolla  Meeting. 

In  the  evening  session  the  clerk  read  a letter 
from  Bob  and  Etta  Vogel,  who  are  traveling  in 
Asia  for  the  AFSC.  Speaking  of  Hiroshima 
Day,  we  were  reminded  of  the  burden  we  share 
for  this  “day  of  death,  and  our  need  to  over- 
come the  indifference  on  the  part  of  so  many 
to  the  suffering  in  the  world.”  The  Vogels  re- 
minded us  of  areas  of  hope  — one  such  being 
the  AFSC  project  in  Barpali,  India,  where  there 
is  proof  that  “love  does  break  through  the 
toughest  barriers  and  does  create  that  trust  so 
essential  to  community.” 

Reports  were  then  heard  from  the  Half- 
Yearly  and  Quarterly  Meetings,  showing  satis- 
factory growth,  dedication  and  activity.  Mildred 
Burck,  secretary,  reported  our  total  adult  mem- 
bership is  1127/2  (the  half  is  a joint  member 
with  another  Yearly  Meeting!).  This  is  a gain 


of  67  members. 

Plonolulu  Meeting  sent  this  message  in  a let- 
ter, “May  the  clear  light  of  Truth  and  the  tender 
light  of  Love  shine  within  all  of  us.”  Memorials 
were  presented  for  the  following  Friends:  Min- 
nie Pickett  Bowles,  Honolulu;  Dorothy  Murray, 
Palo  Alto;  Effie  McAfee,  Willamette  Valley; 
Marian  Field,  Berkeley. 

New  Meetings  — Interim  Committee 

The  Thursday  morning  meeting  was  opened 
with  a period  of  worship  in  which  we  were  re- 
minded that  “the  Kingdom  of  God  does  not 
consist  in  talk  but  in  power.”  The  reading  clerk 
read  excerpts  from  the  Epistle  from  Australia: 
“We  have  experienced  once  again  the  power 
of  quietness  and  prayer  to  fit  us  for  action.” 
Excerpts  were  also  read  from  the  German 
Yearly  Meeting  Epistle;  we  were  asked  “Have 
we  always  done  enough  to  spread  the  truth?” 

Two  new  Monthly  Meetings  were  accepted 
and  welcomed:  Tacoma,  Washington,  formerly 
a Preparative  Meeting  of  University  Meeting, 
Seattle;  and  Multnomah,  Portland,  Oregon, 
formerly  a Preparative  Meeting  of  Willamette 
Valley,  Oregon.  The  Committee  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  was  instructed  to  visit  all  new  Monthly 
Meetings  within  a year  of  the  time  the  status 
is  granted  them. 

The  Meeting  accepted  the  recommendation 
of  the  Interim  Committee  that  the  name  Pacific 
Coast  Association  be  dropped,  with  the  under- 
standing that  those  who  are  not  members  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  are  always  encouraged 
to  meet  with  us.  The  Committee  on  a Home  for 
Elderly  Friends  was  laid  down  with  the  expecta- 
tion that  this  concern  would  be  taken  up  by 
Quarterly  and  Half-Yearly  Meetings  in  our 
various  regions.  The  appointment  was  made  of 
two  members  to  represent  the  Yearly  Meeting 
at  the  Race  Relations  Conference  at  Westtown 
School,  August  29:  Charles  Gritzner  and  Edwin 
Stephenson.  Rega  Engelsberg  was  appointed  to 
take  the  place  of  Jane  Baumann  at  the  Bad 
Pyrmont  Conference. 

What  is  the  Right  Action  for  Friends? 

Where  art  thou?  Where  is  thy  brother?  These 
two  questions,  raised  in  the  worship  period 
Thursday  evening,  stayed  with  us  as  we  looked 
at  the  world’s  headlong  preparation  for  its  own 
destruction.  The  Meeting  had  a clear  conviction 
that  Friends  had  a mission  in  the  world  at  this 
exact  moment,  but  we  searched  diligently  for 
as  clear  a leading  as  to  the  specific  action  we 
should  take. 

We  received  a mesage  from  the  group  meet- 
ing in  Washington,  D.C.,  August  2 to  8,  to  think 
through  what  is  most  effective  for  Friends  to 
do  in  this  crisis  in  the  world’s  history.  It  said 
in  part:  “We  know  that  the  light  of  truth,  the 
spirit  of  Christ,  will  reveal  to  us  what  we  are 
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to  say,  where  we  are  to  go,  and  what  we  are 
to  do  that  the  will  of  our  Heavenly  Father  may- 
be done.” 

We  were  helped  to  concentrate  on  essentials 
by  two  Friends,  Orion  Sherwood,  of  Oakwood 
School,  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  and  member  of  the 
crew  of  the  Golden  Rule,  and  Gretehen  Tuthill, 
recently  returned  from  her  trip  to  the  Orient, 
Africa,  and  Europe. 

The  former  read  us  the  statement  by  Albert 
Bigelow,  captain  of  the  Golden  Rule,  issued 
from  Honolulu  jail.  The  apathy  which  chills 
all  feeling  men  in  the  face  or  catastrophic 
changes  we  face,  was  the  basic  reason  for  their 
witness.  (The  statement  will  appear  in  full  in 
a later  issue  of  the  Bulletin. ) Orion  Sherwood 
then  told  us  the  story  of  the  yacht  Phoenix, 
which  continued  into  the  nuclear  test  zone  after 
the  Golden  Rule  crew  had  been  arested.  The 
Meeting  felt  a deep  kinship  with  this  single 
family  concern,  which  has  now  caught  the 
imagination  and  deep  heart  of  men  every- 
where. 

Then  Gretehen  Tuthill,  of  La  Jolla  Meeting, 
brought  us  greetings  from  Saburo  and  Tayeko 
Yamanuchi  of  Japan,  and  Margaret  Gibbons  of 
Scotland,  who  visited  our  Yearly  Meeting  several 
years  ago.  In  her  travels  in  Japan,  India,  Africa 
and  Europe,  Gretehen  Tuthill  was  asked  these 
two  questions  again  and  again,  and  she  found 
them  impossible  to  answer:  “How  can  the 

United  States  justify  its  continued  testing  of 
nuclear  weapons?”  and  “How  can  a democratic 
nation  defend  its  attitudes  and  practices  of  dis- 
crimination against  the  Negro  and  the  American 
Indian?”  She  tried  to  interpret  wherever  she 
went  the  “other  America”  not  so  well  known  to 
press  and  radio,  where  work  for  peace  and  bet- 
ter race  relations  is  being  carried  on. 

In  the  measured  and  thoughtful  discussion 
following,  we  considered  many  questions  as  to 
what  our  actions  ought  to  be  at  this  time.  What 
are  our  motives  for  direct  action?  Fear,  guilt? 
Faith,  love?  In  what  kind  of  direct  action  can 
Friends  engage?  Can  we  be  content  to  say  “No” 
to  government  actions?  How  can  we  find  a 
positive  witness?  In  past  times  we  have  found 
a place  for  reconciliation  and  service  “to  bind 
up  the  wounds  of  war”;  what  is  our  place  now? 
Although  it  was  not  mentioned,  many  were 
thinking  of  the  long  years  spent  by  early  Friends 
in  prison  for  saying  “No”  to  hat  honor,  taking 
oaths,  paying  tithes,  and  the  regulations  against 
so-called  heretical  assembly  and  preaching. 

How  can  we  raise  up  among  us  men  who 
have  the  capacity  to  love  — who  can  speak 
truth  to  power?  Friends  were  reminded  that 
there  are  many  ways  to  action  and  that  the  test 
of  rightness  is  the  spirit  in  which  action  is  un- 
dertaken. 

The  results  of  our  thinking  appeared  later  in 
the  Yearly  Meeting  when  the  small  committees 


appointed  to  consider  certain  points  of  action 
reported.  On  Friday  morning  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  strongly  endorsed  the  action  of  the 
Fall-Out  Suits  Committee,  organized  in  Orange 
Grove  Meeting  on  concern  of  a member  of  that 
Meeting:  “The  committee  filed  two  suits  in 
Federal  Court  to  enjoin  specific  and  responsible 
individuals  in  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission 
and  the  Defense  Department  from  conducting 
nuclear  bomb  tests.  Simultaneously,  suits  were 
filed  in  the  U.S.S.R.  Similar  suits  are  being  pre- 
pared for  submission  in  England  and  France. 
The  purpose  of  the  suit  is  to  stop  present  and 
future  testing,  and  to  determine  the  facts  about 
damage  to  health  when  tests  are  held.”  The 
Yearly  Meeting  urged  all  meetings  to  find  as 
many  ways  as  possible  to  implement  this  en- 
dorsement. 

On  Friday  evening  the  Yearly  Meeting  adop- 
ted the  following  minute,  which  was  prepared 
by  the  committee  to  consider  the  concern  of 
Delta  Meeting  on  missile  bases: 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  has  considered  and  endorses 
the  minute  of  Delta  Monthly  Meeting,  forwarded  by 
College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting,  expressing  concern  for 
the  need  of  Friends  to  come  together  to  search  for 
clarification  of  our  responsibility  in  the  crisis  symbolized 
by  the  development  of  Inter-continental  Ballistic  Missile 
bases. 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  instructs  its  Peace  and  Service 
Committee  members  in  the  areas  involved  to  ascertain 
from  Friends  their  interest  and  support  in  appointing 
meetings  for  worship,  ministry  and  public  witness  at  or 
near  the  bases  being  constructed  at  Lompoc,  Calif.,  and 
Spokane,  Wash.;  and  to  seek  the  cooperation  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Yearly  Meeting  Peace  Board,  the  AFSC  and  the 
Friends  Committee  on  National  Legislation  for  meetings 
in  California,  and  of  the  AFSC  and  the  Peace  and 
Service  Committee  of  Oregon  Yearly  Meeting  for  those 
in  Washington  and  Oregon.  A copy  of  the  letter  is  to  be 
sent  to  Canadian  Yearly  Meeting. 

On  our  concern  with  problems  to  be  con- 
sidered when  a peaceful  world  is  attained,  the 
Yearly  Meeting  Saturday  morning  adopted  the 
following: 

Governments  spend  vast  sums  of  money  and  employ 
thousands  of  scientists  and  other  experts  in  research  on 
the  problems  of  war.  No  comparable  effort  is  being 
made  to  explore  and  solve  the  political,  economic  and 
social  problems  which  must  be  dealt  with  if  a peaceful 
world  is  to  be  attained. 

On  behalf  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  the  Clerk  shall 
write  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Prime 
Minister  of  Canada,  and  the  President  of  Mexico,  urging 
each  government  to  appoint  a commission  to  enlist  from 
among  the  best  minds  in  each  country  men  and  women 
who  will  seek  diligently  those  ways  by  which  we  and 
other  nations  in  the  world  can  live  peaceably  together. 

We  recognize  in  all  men  the  deep  yearning  lor  a 
peaceful  world,  and  believe  that  governments  in  so  im- 
plementing this  desire  would  set  in  motion  practical  and 
spiritual  resources  which  have  the  potential  to  do  what 
our  most  powerful  military  weapons  cannot  do. 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  recommends  that  Monthly 
Meetings  write  similar  letters  to  their  heads  of  govern- 
ment. 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  mindful  that  the  Legislature 
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of  the  State  of  California  has  memorialized  the  United 
States  Congress  to  explore  the  steps  necessary  to  change 
from  a war  to  a peacetime  economy  without  large  scale 
unemployment,  urges  Monthly  Meetings  to  write  their 
Congressmen  in  Washington,  D.C.,  to  inquire  what  pro- 
gress is  being  made  in  this  study. 

AFSC  — Queries  — Wider  Contacts 
The  Friday  morning  session  was  introduced 
by  two  epistles.  From  the  Yearly  Meeting  of 
Friends  in  Ireland:  “Whatever  man  may  do  to 
suppress  man,  the  spirit  is  bigger  than  all  the 
oppressive  things.  It  is  something  that  cannot 
be  vanquished,  but  will  rise  again.”  And  from 
Madagascar  Yearly  Meeting,  October,  1957: 
“We  await  the  Conference  of  Friends  World 
Committee  that  is  being  held  in  Bad  Pyrmont, 
in  1958,  and  pray  that  God  will  bless  the  meet- 
ing, that  we  may  be  better  able  to  understand 
problems  that  face  us,  and  be  ‘Friends’  in  pro- 
claiming the  spirit  of  fellowship  and  love  be- 
tween all  men,  and  thus  help  to  break  down 
the  middle  wall  of  the  partition  whether  na- 
tional, or  racial;  and  thus  all  men  may  know 
us  as  living  epistles  of  the  family  of  Friends 
throughout  the  world,  and  unified  in  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Lord  and  Saviour.” 

A panel  of  active,  non-staff  workers  with  the 
American  Friends  Service  Committee  in  the 
various  regions  discussed  provocative  questions. 
How  can  the  AFSC  help  the  local  Meetings? 
By  providing  a window  through  which  we  can 
see  and  hear  (he  ways  we  may  testify  to  the 
dignity  of  all  men.  How  can  the  AFSC  help  in 
uniting  Friends?  We  look  out  of  the  window 


together.  In  at  least  one  region  theological  dif- 
ferences have  not  prevented  unity  in  service. 
Does  the  AFSC  increase  membership  in  local 
Meetings?  Yes,  the  growth  of  our  Yearly  Meet- 
ing is  evidence  of  the  great  influence  of  the 
AFSC  in  this  regard. 

The  discussion  then  raised  two  other  ques- 
tions; we  are  urged  to  think  about  them  in  our 
local  groups.  1)  Could  certain  AFSC  activities 
become  divisive  rather  than  uniting?  2)  Does 
AFSC  activity  hinder  the  growth  of  local  con- 
cerns? 

Friends  were  reminded  that  the  life  and 
strength  of  the  Service  Committee  stems  directly 
from  our  meetings  for  worship.  “The  work  of 
this  world  will  not  be  done  from  the  sky  or  by 
angels.  It  will  be  done  by  men’s  hands,  but  if 
it  is  well  done,  it  will  be  done  under  divine 
guidance  and  divine  inspiration.”  — Rufus  M. 
Jones. 

The  clerk  read  a telegram  from  Lewis  Hos- 
kins, citing  an  urgent  need  for  additional  funds 
for  a feeding  program  in  both  rebel  and  gov- 
ernment territory  in  Lebanon.  The  Finance 
Committee  recommended  sending  $300  imme- 
diately, and  that  local  Meetings  be  reminded 
of  the  need  for  additional  funds.  The  Meeting 
approved  this  action. 

The  Discipline  Committee  presented  a set  of 
Queries  which  it  requests  local  Meetings  to  use 
and  study,  presenting  suggestions  later  to  the 
committee.  These  Queries  will  appear  in  a~ 
forthcoming  issue  of  the  Bulletin.

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Our  responsibility  to  the  wider  family  of 
Friends  was  considered  in  the  Saturday  morning 
session,  when  Bob  Boyd  reported  for  the  com- 
mittee appointed  last  year  to  give  considera- 
tion and  study  to  our  relation  to  inter-Yearly 
Meeting  organizations  (other  than  the  Friends 
World  Committee,  to  which  we  belong).  To 
date  only  five  Monthly  Meetings  have  replied 
to  the  committee’s  request  for  consideration.  It 
is  clear  that  we  have  not  yet  given  the  matter 
enough  study  and  Friends  are  urged  to  acquaint 
themselves  with  facts  about  the  Five  Years 
Meeting,  and  the  Friends  General  Conference. 

Margaret  Simian  reported  on  the  work  of 
Friends  World  Committee,  listing  the  Wilming- 
ton Conference  on  Disarmament,  intervisitation, 
the  Quaker  Leadership  Grants,  the  Wider 
Quaker  Fellowship,  help  for  new  Meetings,  the 
Quaker  program  at  the  U.N.,  the  Bad  Pyrmont 
meeting.  Leslie  Spelman  returned  a minute  from 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  endorsed  by  several 
European  Meetings  he  had  visited;  he  spoke 
of  his  concern  to  share  with  Europeans  our 
American  achievements  in  music  and  art  as  a 
means  of  building  bridges  of  understanding. 

Younger  Members  — Volume  I,  Number  I — 
Exercise  in  Listening 

This  year  the  adults  were  treated  to  an  ex- 
hibit of  the  handwork  created  by  the  junior 
classes  at  Yearly  Meeting:  colorful  scarves  for 
Indian  children,  mosaics  of  natural  materials, 
jolly  paper  bag  puppets,  and  kitten  faces,  rain- 
bow color  wheels  complete  with  the  treasures 
collected  on  the  college  campus  — leaves,  rocks, 
bird  feathers,  bark,  fallen  blossoms.  The  pri- 
mary and  junior  classes  held  a daily  half-hour 
worship  service  under  the  trees,  thinking 
together  of  ways  to  feel  close  to  God.  Creative 
play,  rhythms,  square  dancing,  stories  and  dis- 
cussions added  variety  to  the  program  under 
the  leadership  of  a large  number  of  dedicated 
teachers  and  helpers,  including  Mildred  Acord, 
Lois  Bailey,  Mildred  Jones,  Harriet  Rietveld, 
Marjorie  Fagg,  Jim  Baldridge,  Kathy  Baldridge, 
Adele  Polifroni,  Mary  Beth  Jennings,  Charity 
Chaffee,  Alice  Acord,  Joyce  Fagg. 

The  Junior  High  Young  Friends  produced 
Volume  I,  Number  I,  of  The  Orbit,  a paper 
which  they  hope  will  be  used  throughout  the 
Yearly  Meeting  to  encourage  activity  and  fel- 
lowship. The  Bulletin  welcomes  this  lively 
sheet  to  the  ranks  of  Quaker  journals  and  en- 
courages all  Meetings  to  subscribe.  The  editor 
is  Bill  Bruff,  511  E.  Bailey  St.,  Whittier,  Calif., 
and  there  are  also  correspondents  in  various 
areas  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  The  clerk  of  the 
Junior  High  Yearly  Meeting  is  Nancy  Pinney, 
437  W.  Longden,  Arcadia,  Calif.;  the  secretary 
is  Laurel  Thomas,  1055  E.  Cliota,  Whittier, 
Calif.;  the  treasurer  is  Adele  Polifroni,  2927 
Sterling  Place,  Altadena,  Calif.  The  organization 


was  made  in  a business-like  way,  and  a budget 
was  presented  and  accepted  by  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

For  the  first  time  there  were  enough  college- 
age  Young  Friends  attending  to  feel  the  need 
of  a special  program  to  bridge  the  gap  between 
the  high  school  program  and  the  adult  sessions. 
Besides  planning  a more  worth-while  program 
for  next  year,  Young  Friends  are  anxious  to 
make  a specific  contribution  to  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, and  a letter  will  soon  appear  on  the  subject 
from  a member  of  the  group,  Connie  Berry  of 
Santa  Monica  Meeting. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  as  a whole  was  greatly 
strengdiened  and  stimulated  by  the  attendance 
of  so  many  young  Friends  of  both  college  and 
high  school  age.  They  conducted  full  and  lively 
programs  for  themselves  and  joined  with  the 
older  group  in  two  sessions:  the  report  by  Orion 
Sherwood,  Thursday  evening,  and  a joint  ses- 
sion Saturday  evening,  planned  by  the  Educa- 
tion Committee.  This  was  introduced  by  por- 
tions from  the  Epistle  of  the  Young  Friends 
Conference  of  North  America,  Ontario,  Canada, 
August,  1957: 

“We  notice  that  almost  every  concern  which  has 
come  before  us  had  to  do  in  one  way  or  another  with  the 
need  for  better  communication.  It  is  because  of  this  and 
of  a renewed  sense  of  our  need  for  one  anodier  that  we 
feel  moved  to  write  to  you,  our  friends  and  spiritual 
teachers.”

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of  their  experiences  at  this  Yearly  Meeting, 
their  plans  for  activities  between  Yearly  Meet- 
ings, and  their  hopes  of  what  we  might  plan 
together  for  the  1959  Yearly  Meeting.  Older 
Friends  listened  attentively  and  creatively  as 
they  shared  some  of  the  problems  which  had 
occupied  their  time:  personal  and  inter-group 
relationships,  ways  of  expressing  the  peace 
testimony,  the  possibility  of  a work  project 
(‘not  too  big  a one”)  as  part  of  Yearly  Meet- 
ing activities,  the  form  of  recreation  suitable 
for  each  age  group,  and  deciding  who  belongs 
in  which  age  group.  One  older  Friend  remarked 
there  were  varying  degrees  of  maturity  and 
sometimes  adults  did  not  seem  to  know  quite 
where  they  belonged  either!  We  agreed  that  we 
are  all  seekers,  and  we  may  profit  much  by 
seeking  together  as  well  as  separately  in  age 
groupings. 

The  first  Friends  Secondary  Summer  School, 
which  was  in  session  in  Claremont,  was  reported 
on  and  seven  members  of  the  faculty  and  23 
members  of  the  student  body  were  introduced. 
The  Meeting  was  delighted  by  the  enthusiasm 
displayed  for  this  serious  and  challenging  edu- 
cational venture. 

Appointments 

The  Nominating  Committee  reported  early 
in  the  sessions,  on  Friday  evening,  so  that  con- 
sideration could  be  given  to  the  appointments 
before  final  approval  Saturday  evening.  Harold 
Carson  presented  an  introductory  statement  on 
the  functions  and  procedures  of  the  committee: 

1 ) The  Nominating  Committee  is  not  the  place  to  solve 
particular  problems  of  Meetings;  these  should  properly 
he  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Oversight. 

2)  If  a Friend  is  not  re-appointed  on  a committee,  this 
is  in  no  sense  to  be  construed  as  a lack  of  appreciation 
but  rather  as  an  effort  to  spread  the  work  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  as  widely  and  equitably  as  possible. 

3)  Appointments  to  committees  ought  not  to  be  thought 
of  as  rewards  or  punishments. 

4)  In  making  appointments,  the  Nominating  Committee 
has  had  to  keep  in  mind  a time  schedule  which  goes 
beyond  the  1959  Yearly  Meeting.  The  names  of  many 
qualified  and  interested  Friends  have  been  suggested; 
those  who  are  not  serving  for  the  coming  year  will  be 
referred  to  succeeding  Nominating  Committees  for  future 
service  in  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  report  was  approved  with  some  state- 
ments to  clarify  the  duties  of  certain  officers: 

1)  That  members  of  the  Friends  World  Com- 
mittee be  assigned  staggered  terms  of  three 
years  each. 

2)  That  the  Alternate  Clerk  be  assigned  to 
supervise  Yearly  Meeting  arrangements  and  be 
responsible  for  seeing  that  arrangements  are 
submitted  to  the  officers  in  good  time. 

3)  That  the  Secretary  take  charge  of  statis- 
tical reports,  files  and  permanent  records  of 
the  Meeting,  but  that  the  Recording  Clerk  as- 
sume responsibility  for  the  minutes  of  Interim 
Committee.
